REMARKS 

Claims 1-4, 7, 10 and 13 are pending and have been allowed. Claims 5, 6, 8, 9, 
1 1, 12, 14 and 15 are understood to have been canceled by Examiner's Amendment, as 
noted at paragraph 4, pages 2 and 3, of the Notice of Allowance. Claim 1 is the sole 
independent claim. 

Claims 1 and 2 and the specification have been amended to correct typographical 
and clerical errors. The amendments to the claims are not believed to affect their 
patentability. 

Each of the changes to the claims and specification made herein is one of the 
following: 

"(001)" is changed to -(001)- (i.e., letter "1" changed to numeral -1--); 
"h" is changed to — h'— ; or 

"(-1 10)" is changed to - {-110}-- (i.e., parentheses are changed to brackets). 

Support for the amendments made herein can be found in the original disclosure, 
and therefore no new matter has been added. 

Applicants' undersigned attorney contacted the Examiner by telephone prior to 
the filing of the instant Amendment. At the request of Applicants' undersigned attorney, 
the Examiner considered the amendments presented herein prior to the filing of the 
instant Amendment.
